this is, fhould want no Excitings to fo 
great a Work, and which by buca Breath 
of Cuftom, would turn the whole Scale of 
Trade in fuch a Prodigious Manner 3 you 
Cry out of the Fafhion ; Pray, Gentlemen;

I might proceed to other Agreements 
in Trade, and a Univerfal Crying down 
the Wearing of Black among the People.

Let any Man but Compute, what Influ- 
ence this would have made upon Trade, 
and how it would reduce the Grievances 
Complain’a of, to fe Narrow a Compafs, 
as to: make it Ceafe to be a Grievance ; I 
ave tobeen Told, that 100 Shop-Keepers 
of feveral Employments, agreeing to Trade 
only with one another, will make every one 
a Trade; that there are few Tradefmen in 
London, but who having 99 Cuftomers that 
Deal only with him, for what each Family 
wants, will Live .very Comfortably on 
their Trade, and Thrive well enough 3 
and fome Clubs of Tradefmen have made 
the Experiment ; if fo, aUniverfal Agree- 
ment in Trade, may Command Trades and 
Black can never be a General Weat, or 
Mode in England, if the Body of thofe 
very People ‘that are Ruin’d by it, will 
fet themfelves to Decry it by their Pra- 
dice.
